one of its ablest leaders 
when General ‘‘Stonewall’’ 
Jackson died in Virginia 
after being wounded in the 
battle of Chancellorsville, 

Generals Lee and Jack- 
son had fought one of the 
most brilliant battles of 
their joint careers when 
they turned the attack of 
General ‘“‘Fighting Joe’’ 
Hooker = an attack Hooker 
considered the ‘‘perfect 
plan’ - into a Confederate 
success, Hooker had hoped 
to capture the entire Army 
of Northern Virginia, first 
by cutting off its supplies 
and communications with 
the capital at Richmond, 
and second, by slipping 
around Lee’s army from 
both sides, encircling it in 
a vise-like grip and at- 
tacking from the rear, 

The Confederates, how- 
‘ever, failed to confrom to 
Hooker’s plans, When the 
Southern soldiers under 
Jackson’s command sud- 
denly attacked the Union 
forces, Hooker was so con- 
fused that he retreated, 
From that period on, the 
Confederates were on the 
offensive. 

WHen Lee arrived that 
night, he and Jackson de- 
cided on one of the most 
daring moves in military 
history. Lee wastorerain, 
holding Hooker’s attention 
with about 17,000 troops 
while Jackson and some 
26,000 Confederates slip- 
ped around the right flank 
of the Union army. When 
the two Confederate forces 
attacked Hooker simultan- 
ously, the Union general 
was caught in his owntrap, 
making his retreat com- 


‘pulsory, and a Confeder- 


ate victory was confirmed. 

It exacted a heavy price 
from the South, however 
as during this battle, on 
the night of May 2, Jackson 
was fired upon by his own 
troops, who mistook him 
for the enemy. Hisarm was 
shattered from wrist toel- 
bow, making amputation 
necessary. In critical con- 
dition from this, the South- 
ern hero contracted pneu- 
monia and finally succumb- 
ed on the afternoon 
of May 10, ; 

It is significant enough 
tribute to this great gen- 
eral, a man in whom Lee 
had to much confidence, 
to note that within two 
months after his death at 
Chancellorsville the tide 
had turned against the 
South, The loss of the be- 
loved Jackson had come at 
the most critical period 
of the Civil War,
